Among the farm labour saving devices 
assembled or invented by the Engineering 
Field Husbandry Division, 
Dominion Experimental Farms Service, 
are many items of auxiliary utility, quite 
apart from the plans and specifications 
for heavier farm machinery. For example, 
full information with detailed plans and 
specifications may be obtained for 
making necessary articles for poultry, 
such as, a range water unit, self-waterer, 
feed trough, water fount, mash feeder, 
feed mixer, range shelter, and a roost 


For sheep there are single and double 
feeders and for hogs there are a hog 
breeding crate, loading chute, feeding 
troughs for all sizes of pigs, self-feeder, 
pig creep, weighing crate, green feed 
rack, alfalfa feed rack, hog feeding plat- 
form, and farrowing pen. Among miscel- 
laneous articles are a harrow dumping 
device, a breeding stall and bull pen for

izations, Labor, Business and 
Government. The establish: 
ment of such a fact-findins' 
board has been approved by so 
many groups, not connect-d 
with Agriculture, that their vo 
untary and unsolicited support 
has resulted in the opponents 
of strike action miscon.truing 
this support and publishir.z 
statements to the effect that 
the policies of the A.F.U. ar: 
being directed by various pol:t- 
ical parties and labor unions 
The board of directors of the 
A.F.U. take this opportunity t- 
deny such statements. All pol- 
icies of the A.F.U. are formul- 
lated by the members of the 
union themselves and the board 
is elected by the members to 
carry out their mandates. 

The efforts of the A.F.U. are 
directed toward the establish- 
ment of price levels for agricul- 
tural products in relation to 
prices of all other commodities 
and to prevent restricted pro- 
duction resulting from a spiral 
of increasing prices. Our maia 
objective is security for agri- 
culture. 

Agriculture, being the basic 
industry, ie the foundation of 
prosperity for all other groups 
in Western Canada. If agricul- 
ture suffers, so does labor and 
business. We therefore appeal 
to the general public and small 
business man to lend their sym- 
pathy and support to the farm- 
ers in their efforte. Security 
for agriculture will have an im- 
mediate bearing on constant 
production, and will prevent an- 
other depression such as was 
experienced in the hungry ‘30s’. 
To help the farmer is to help 
Canada as a whole. 

Propaganda has been pub- 
lished and broadcast in an ef- 
fort to create a rift between 
farmers and wags workers, and

selves. It has been charged that 
labor unions are sabotaging pro 
duction by strike action, and it 
is implied that, in the case of 
machinery, labor is responsible 
for the shortage of farm mach- 
inery which the farmer neede 
so. badly. 

Labor and farmer do not go 
on strike for the purpose of aab- 


otaging production. Such action © 


is only taken as a last resort to 
try and better an ‘always to I-w 
standard of living.’ In the case 
of the farmers, after passing re- 
solutions and begging for manv 
long years for remedial meas- 
ures, with very little results, 
they have decided as a last re- 
sort, to take strike action. <A 
complete study of the positio. 
of agriculture and the demands 
made by the A.F.U. in the brief 
presented to Ottawa, will great- 
ly clarify the situation and 
prove the justification of the 
action taken.

STATEMENT BY 
ELMER E. ROPER, M.L.A. 


Dear Sir: 

The request of the Alberta 
Farmers Union and the United 
Farmers of Canada (Saskatche- 
wan Section) for the establish- 
ment of a fact-finding board to 
determine parity prices, was a 
reasonable one. This request 
has been continuously ignored 
while the government has been 
fixing ceiling prices on farm 
products without either consult- 
ing organized agriculture or 
establishing any scientific basie 
for the determination of prices. 

The farm organizations have 
been carrying on their campaign 
for parity prices for some years. 
They have received little en- 
couragement from governments 
In order to bring public atten- 
tion to their demands the Al- 
berta. Farmers Union took a 
strike vote. The vote was over- 
whelmingly in favor of a non- 
delivery protest. Before calling 
a strike the officials of the AFU 
and UFC went to Ottawa t 
make a final appeal to the gov 
ernment to establish the fact 
finding board, Their appeal wa 
again ignored and the strike hae' 
been called, 

The most notable feature of 
the decision of the farmerg to 
go on atrike is the fact that 
they are making their protest in 
a way that involves no little sac- 
rifice on their own part. This is 
an indication that the men and 
women who have taken this ac- 
tion feel very deeply about the 
issues which caused them to 
act. 

In this situation it probably 
ie not the business of those cut- 
vide the farming industry to of- 
for gratuitous advice, In any 


event it is, in my view, ine«cus- 
able for anyone in public ottice 
to take sides against the etrik- 
ing farmers, by issuing public 
statements designed to prejud- 
ice their case in other parts of 
Canada and to defeat their ef- 
forte to make their protest ef- 
fective. 

I therefore wish on behalf of 
our group in the Alberta Legis- 
lature to dissociate myself en- 
tirely from the statements  is- 
sued by Premier Manning in 
relation to the strike. The Pre- 
mier's belated telegram to Ot- 
tawa, following his prejudicial 
public statements is a poor sub- 
stitute for the leadership his 
government should have been 
giving in support of the farmers 
requests during the period pre- 
ceding the strike.

Declining Population 

Say It Is Decreasing In Germany At 
A Rapid Rate 

The German population of Europe 
today—now estimated at 72,000,000— 
will decrease by 50 per cent. with- 
in the next 50 years, Prof. Heinz 
Sauermann, a noted German econ- 
omist, predicts. 

The present death rate in Germany 
is far outstripping the birth rate, 
Prof. Sauermann pointed out in an 
analysis of Germany's rapidly de- 
creasing population. This develop- 
ment will have serious political and 
economic implications for the future 
of Europe. 

Prof; Sauermann disclosed that at 
present “in the rural districts of Ger- 
many the death rate is twice as high 
as the birth*rate; in the medium- 
sized cities the death rate is 300 per 
cent. higher, and in the large cities 
it is 400 to 500 per cent. higher than 
the birth rate.”
